Banish The Billboards 


Even if no penalty were in- 


volved in delay, it is high time 
North Carolina did something 
about removing the advertising 
billboards that line its interstate 
and primary highways. Unless it 
does, the state is now likely to 
lose $9 million in federal highway 
funds. A 1967 state law gives the 
Highway Commission the right 
to acquire, by condemnation if 
necessary, billboards erected 
within 660 feet of interstate or 
primary highways and to set 
regulations on placement of 
billboards in zoned and unzoned 
areas. 


Billboard control has long been 


in contention here and in other 
states. Because the panels are 
profitable to the owners, and 
presumably to the lessees, any 
proposal to remove them has 
always met opposition. Land 
rentals for billboard purposes 
-are'also «nerished by farmers. 
We believe, however, that a 
' proliferation of billboards along 
the highway creates an unsightly 
situation that diverts motoring 
vision, obscures scenic at- 
traction! and "pollutes" the 
landscape. 


North Carolina's interstate 


routes are not yet over-exploited 
for 
advertising 
purposes, 


although there is beginning 
evidence of this. The time to 
remove them, and to ban future 
signs in proximity to the road 
rights-of-way, is now. - Asheville

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


The California Supreme Court 
has struck down a law banning 
lady bartenders, saying the pe- 
destal upon which women are 
placed is too often revealed as 
a cage. 


In a unanimous decision, the

clause. 


The court also said the law 


transgresses on the explicit ban 
in the state constitution against 
disqualifying any person be- 
cause of sex from "entering or 


cation or profession." 


Women should not be ex- 


cluded from bartending "for 
their own safety," but should 
be permitted 
to take 
their 


chances along with men when 
they are otherwise qualified for 
the job, Associate Justice Ray- 
mond E. Peters said in the 
court's opinion. 


"Such tender and chivalrous 


concern for the well being of 
the female half of the adult 
population cannot be translated 
into legal restrictions on em- 
ployment 
opportunities 
for 


women," Peters said of the 
1936 law. 


"The pedestal upon which 


women have been placed has 
all too often ... been revealed 
as a cage."

NEW YORK (AP) - NBC's 


"Comment" next Sunday after- 
noon will be built around por- 
nography and censorship, re- 
lated subjects which may, by 
their very nature, increase the 
program's weekly audience. It 
routinely runs between 6 mil- 
lion and 8 million. 


The half-hour, launched at 


midseason by the network with 
Edwin Newman introducing the 
guests, is a one-of-a-kind public 
service program—not a talk 
show, not a debate. 


"Our idea is to fill a gap," 


explained producer Fred Freed. 
"We thought that people with 
ideas or opinions, people who 
are well known or not known at 
all, should have a chance to ex- 
plain them without interruption, 
without editing." 


The result may not always 


result in especially stimulating 
television, but a lot of people 
have been given a chance to 
speak their pieces in their al- 
lotted time—four and one-half 
minutes. The program consists 
simply of three or four people 
facing a camera and reading 
their 
pieces 
from 
a 
tele- 


prompter. Many people with 
very good or even very bad 
ideas are nervous in front of 
cameras and others write pret- 
ty boring statements. 


Politicians, as a group, are 


the worst, Freed says. 


"They are used to making 


speeches. 
We say, 'Look, 


you've got four and one-half 
minutes to say anything.' And 
then they come up with a can- 
ned speech, which is the worst 
thing anyone can do." 


The producer and his staff 


comb 80 publications each week 
looking for likely subjects and 
guests, who are then invited. 


Each guest is instructed to 


appear for a taping with a 
statement he has himself writ- 
ten. Writer Tom Wolfe sat in 
the "Comment" office for eight 
hours and banged out more 
than 50 pages of copy. This was 
boiled down to 16 pages by 
Wolfe and further diluted later. 
Scientist Edward Teller refused 
to use a script—and said his 
piece without any notes in pre- 
cisely four minutes and 32 sec- 
onds. 


"We try to avoid professional 


free time hunters," Freed said, 
"and we're not interested in the 
people who turn up on the late 
night talk shows. We have had 
comparatively few women, but 
mostly because the requests 
come from wonen's lib. They 
are already getting plenty of 
exposure other places." 


More than half the network's 


lineup of stations is now using 
the 
program—110 
stations. 


Freed would like it very much, 
now, if it could find a sponsor.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 


When you are busy with 
hundreds of feet of mural 
and several assistants, you 
may not be aware of wham 
you are nudging away from 
your wet wall. 


Several years ago, mural- 


ist Bernard Lamotte realized 
it was the late 
president, 


John Kennedy, he was un- 
ceremoniously hauling away 
by the sleeve. His distress 
was quickly alleviated by 
Kennedy's kindness. 


Lamotte, a 
r e n o w n e d 


painter, had been engaged 
by Joseph Kennedy to paint 
the vast walls of the White 
House pool as a gift to the 
President. The mural was of 
sailboats anchored off tropi- 
cal West Indian ports and 
the undertaking was so large 
that just one boat alone was 
more than 40 feet. 
; 


As a little fillip, the mu- 
• 


ralist painted code flags on j 
one of the schooners spell-} 
ing out the names Joseph, 
Rose, John and Jackie. Im- 
mediately translating them, ' 
the President was delighted. 
He was so fascinated by the 
grandiose project and came 
so often to watch the prog- 
ress that Lamotte became 
used 
to casuallv chatting 


with him. As a tribute to the 
painter, John Kennedy in- 
sisted a French tricolor go 
up on one of the anchored 
ships. 


Bernard Lamotte was born 


in Paris but has lived in 
Southampton, Long Island, 
since 1936. His latest work 
is a wrap-around illusion for 
the French G o v e r n m e n t 
Tourist Office in New York. 
It is a huge, floor-to-ceiling, 


c u r v e d panorama of the 
Place de la C o n c o r d e in 
Paris, with the clerks work- 
ing at garden-type balus- 
trades that seem to be part 
of the Tuileries. 


"It is a stage scene," said 


the painter. "The people in- 
side are the actors standing 
on tne Place de la Concorde 
and the people outside the 
store windows are the audi- 
ence. The time is always 
the month of May." 


But the hour, thanks to 


Lamotte's stage lighting, can 
be turned up to noon over 
the Champs Elysees or down 
to dusk over the E i f f e l 
Tower. "For those in love 
with Paris, it is instant nos- 
talgia," said its creator. 


Some of the artist's tools 


are extraordinary. 
Very 


much part of the New York 
social scene, Lamotte's 
paints are mixed with a wire 
egg whip from La Grenoti- 
ille, a gift of the owner of 
the "beautiful people's" res- 
taurant. 


The late owner of Pavil- 


ion, 
Henri Soule, once re- 


quested Lamotte to come to 
discuss murals for the walls 
of Cote Basque. His then- 
new establishment was a few 
blocks away from Pavilion. 


"But first we had a real 


Soule-type lunch," Lamotte 
said, " i n c l u d i n g caviar 
enough for an army, a huge 
pot au feu, a magnum of 
champagne just for the two 
of us, pounds of different 
cheeses and more wine ev- 
ery minute. 


"We lunched from 1:00 


to 5:00 in the afternoon and 
I was both stuffed and abso- 
lutely s t a g g e r i n g when 
Soule, cool as a cucumber, 
said, 'Well, now, what kind

high-card points; North and 
South only 18. East and West 
do have a 4-4 fit in hearts, 
but with the heart finesse 
losing and the 10 of clubs 
in the wrong hand the best 
they can make is two hearts. 


If North and South keep 


still, East or West will be- 
come declarer at two hearts 
and a spade is likely to be 
opened or to be led after a 
couple of r o u n d s of dia- 
monds. In that case, if de- 
clarer tries the heart finesse 
he will go down one trick be- 
cause he will lose a ruff of 
a spade in addition to two 
diamonds, two clubs and the 
king of hearts.

Osteopaths 
Eligible to

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


attorney general's office issued 
a formal opinion today declaring 
that all osteopaths now licensed 
by the state will become eligible 
to practice medicine and sur- 
gery effective July 19 upon ap- 
plication to the Arkansas Medi- 
cal Board and payment of their 
fees.

E. M. Sparling of Hot Springs, 
secretary treasurer of the state 
Association of Osteopathic Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons. 


The provision for the medical 


licensing of Arkansas osteo- 
paths is contained in an act ap- 
proved by the General Assem- 
bly this year that admitted os- 
teopaths to the full practice of 
medicine and surgery in the 
state for the first time. 


The act sets out the proce- 


dures by which osteooaths now 
residing in Arkansas may 
become eligible to practice medi- 
cine if they move to the state.

The white 
hair, white mustache 
and 


white goatee are as real as 
the walnut-sized d i a m o n d 
ring on his right hand. He is 
80 years old, stubborn, per- 
snickety, independent a n d 
healthy. (When he checked 
out of the Waldorf-Astoria in 
New York recently, he car- 
ried his own luggage and 
shook off two bellhops in the 
lobby. "Work don't hurt no- 
body," 
he 
likes 
to 
say. 


"You'll rust out quicker'n 
you'll wear out.") 


The Colonel r e a l l y does 


have a secret recipe (with 
11 herbs and spices) and he 
really invented it himself 
many years ago in Corbin, 
Ky., 
where he operated a 


restaurant. He really does 
care about his chicken, like 
they say, and he really does 
have lots of money. (The 
Colonel once bought a white 
Rolls-Royce and had 24-carat 
g o 1 d chickens emblazoned 
on both front doors. I 


Col. 
Sanders credits his 


health to the fact that he 
reither smokes nor drinks. 
"Way back, years and years 
ago. I used a litt'e liquor," 
he c'dmits. "but I found out 
that ;is weak as my mind 
was. 1 didn't have no mind 
a'tall when I used liquor." 


He is famous among chick- 


en people, however, for the 
force and Hair of his swear- 
ing.

and sample the gravy. He 
dreams, he says, of fried 
chicken so golden and deli- 
cious that it'd make a man 
cry and of gravy so sublime 
that "it'll make you throw 
away the dern chicken and 
just eat the gravy." 


Since Col. S a n d e r s sold 


cut, the g r a v y served by 
K.F.C. franchisers has been 
good, but it has not been the 
Colonel's. "The C o l o n e l ' s 
gravy 
involved too much 


time, it left too much room 
for human error and it was 
too expensive," said a com- 
pany r e p r e s e n t a t i v e For 
years, he raged against the 
K.h.C. gravy, w i t h such 
withering critiques as, "How 
do you serve this slop'' With 
a straw?" 


Now, 
Col. Sanders appar- 


ently has won. K e n t u c k y 
Fried Chicken Corp., with 
franchises in every state and 
23 c o u n t r i e s, which grew 
from $30 million to $600 mil- 
lion in sales during a six- 
year period, lost money last 
year. A lot of money Now 
K.F.C is going through what 
it calls a "re-Colonelization"
